fA’ model for airplanes antl gliders, || 
ig the Man-o*-War bird, which ‘calmly 


floats throtigh. the alr, seemingly with- 
out WownE its Wings, for hours at a 
time. Sometiniés ascending in spir- 
als, to a high altitude, or drifting 
lazily along, it directs its easy fight 
by changes of the angle of its “planes” 
$0 slight. as to be almost impercept- 
ible. — The bird which is “distinctly 
tropical, is impressive by reason of its 
size and the wide stretch of its long 
narrow wings, measuring nearly eight 
feet across, When thousands of these 
birds, inrone great flack soar on mo- 
tionless pinions they appear like an 
aerial army of invasion.

At least sixty per cent. of.a dentist's 
patients are women, | The other forty 
per cents are wen and chilfren. ‘There 
are two reasons for this; one is that 
women more frequently consult the 
dentist because they are more careful 
of their -health and appearance and 
the other is that women’s teeth actu- 


men’s. , 

The teeth of women are of the same 
structure as are the teeth of men and 
are expected to perform the same 
work but they usually do not get the 
chance because women do not eat 
foods that require as much vigorous 
chewing as those that men select. 

One of the duties.of the great ma- 
jority of women is either to prepare 
or supervise the preparation of food 
for the household. " The element of 
surprise in what the next meal has In 
store is absent and the inhalation. of 
the odors of cooking food takes what 
little “edge” there is left to the ap- 
petite. In addition, the preparation 
of food requires more or less fréquent 
tasting of Savory mixtures. 

_ Women as a rule are satisfied to eat 
the softer and more highly flavored 
foods and sweetened desserts. 

As a result their teeth do not get 
the vigorous exercise that men’s teeth 
do. 

This lack of vigorous chewing al- 
lows the mucin of the saliva to stick 
to the teeth and the debris of soft food 
packs between and around the teeth. 

Unless the teeth are most carefully 
cleansed with the brush at least twice 
each day and in addition are given a 
prophylactic treatment by the dentist 
occasiohally, food and mucin will de- 
compose and form an {ideal soil for the 
growth of the bacteria of decay. 

Where there is decomposition of 
food, organic acids are formed that at- 


acking of 
food becomes more extensive and the 
gums are inflamed and bleed easily. 
All inflammation of the gums tends 
toward the establishment of ‘that 
greatest of all enemies of the teeth— 
pyorrhea.

The moon, we know, affects 
the sea tides, and probably also 
creates atmospheric tides. Pressure 
of atmosphere decidedly does affect 
us, mentally and bodily, and therefore 
the old idea of the moon’s affecting us 
Ibay not be s0 wrong as we once 
thought.

Chicago, I1l—+Theré is a decidedly 
optimistic spirit ruling among the in- 
terests on this side of the ne engag- 
ed in sending prospective settlers and 
land buyérs to Canada. I have found 
it general and they quote figures that, 
in their judgment justifies their view. 

For instance, J. N. K, Macalister, in 
charge of the natural resources de- 
partment of the Canadian Pacific at 
St. Paul, told’ me that: “There is a 
substantial ‘revival of interest among 
people on the.south side of the line 
concerning Canadiar farm lands. My 
inquiries up to Jan. 20 are actually in 
excess of tifose for the entire previous 
year. I should say we will do a very 
considerable business in the sale of 
western ‘prairfe farms this Year, in 
fact, we are doing it right now with 
the prospects better than for many 
years. Our prospects have money to 
invest and will investigate Canadia: 
farm propositions before they decide 
on a location.” . : 

DeWitt’ Foster, Superintendent of 
the natural resources department of 
the National Railways in the United 
States, is equally confident. _ He said 
his inquiries from people desiring to 
go north will average sixty a day by 
mail and nearly as many, at this sea- 
son of the year, in personal calls. He 
has a mass of dala tabulated and filed 
by which he is able to very accuraie- 
ly appraise the situation. His sys- 
tem is most complete, For instance, 
he finds that in earlier years the aver- 
age man who went to Canada, through 
and in touch: with his company, had 
cash capital of ai thousand dollars. 
Some, of course, had available other 
resources, but where these prospects 
|could be induced to disclose their 
cash, fit averaged that amount, many 
having’ as much as gfwenty-five thous- 
and. In later years his records show 
that the ‘average has fallen to about 
four thousand cash for each man. By 
the. same system of deduction Mr. 
Foster believes the average man who 
locates north: of the line acquires to 
begin with one-half section. The 
large invester who buys in sections 
brings up the average of the home- 
steaders’ quarter section. Foster is a 
keén student of immigration problems 
and is in demand as a speaker at 
many assemblies in the States.

High Bluff; Joseph Trimble, President 
of the High Bluff local of the United 
Farmers of Manitoba; Frank Baker, a

. ‘Mr. Muir stated ‘that he would much 
rather listen to others than talk him- 
Self, but felt that the desire of the 
farmers -to secure a—better price for 
their-wheat would not_be accomplish- 
ed by a wheat board; in fact, the 1919 
wheat board was designed, he said, to 
keep prices from. going higher, to 
Stabilize financial conditions and stave 
off financial panit., 

Conditions now were not the same 
as in 1919; in that-year, said Mr. Muir, 
all allied European nations were buy- 
ing through one board; not only had 
that condition changed, but the pow-' 
ers provided in the federal bill for‘the 
wheat board now proposed, were far 
short of the powers which. the 1919 
board possessed. During ‘war, gov- 
'ernments could exercise all manner of. 
compulsory powers which could not be 
called into play in times of peace. 
The 1919 board had power. over trans- 
portation; it had power over termin- 
‘als at'the head of the Great Lakes— 
full control, in fact; it had’ control 
over milling.and flour and also had 
the friendly co-operation of the grain 
trade and those who owned grain 
handling facilities. ~~ 

The proposed board for 1923 would 
not haye those powers; and in spite of 
having these: powers, the 1919 board 
had not beén a- success from the 
standpoint of securing better prices 
for the farmers. The average price 
secured hy United States farmers dur- 
ing the operations of the:1919 board 
was 60 cents per bushel higher than 
the $2.63 secured by the Canadian far- 
mers for No. 1 Northern. As a mat- 
ter of fact, many farmers adjacent to 
the international boundary, hauled 
their grain across and. secured the 
higher prices. 

There was no duty on wheat in 1919 
and had it not been for the wheat 
board the Canadian farmer would have 
got a far better price tian he did. 
Controlling the millers, the 1919 board 
was able to take a proportion of flour 
profits into its revenues; that could 
not be done this year. In view of the 
limited powers provided the 1923 
board, he felt that it would be a mis- 
take for western farmers to have a 
wheat board established this — year. 
Having no control over transportation, 
none over flour and hone over termin- 
als, the board would be a mere: sell- 
ing agency to be financed by the prov-
